“ To raise the virtues, animate the bliss, 
And sweeten all the toils of life.” 


The melancholy and the phlegmatic, ap- 
parently place too much confidence in de- 
jected and sour looks, putting on a sor- 
rowful and sad countenance, and declaim- 
ing against the innocent amusements of 
life, with as much acrimony as against the 
most flagrant crimes. I am notable to see 
that sealed lips, a solemn and screwed up 
visage, and a countenance that forbids the 
playful smile of harmless gaiety te play 
upon it, and relax its “iron bound” fea- 
tures, isin any wise conducive to virtue, 
religion, or happiness. We may “cast 
away” the “ blessings,” which Providence 
in “ free bounty gives,” and by a too rigid 
proscription of ourselves, we may be de- 
prived of those rational and innocent en- 
joyments which are designed for the hap- 
piness of life. There is no mode, perhaps, 
hy which we can better express our grati- 
tude to a beneficent creator, for the innu- 
merable “ blessings” which his “ free bouo- 
ty gives,” than to “obey” his precepts, to 
“enjoy” the present moment with cheer- 
fulvess, and not trouble ourselves with 
needless and anxtous forebodings of futuri- 
ty, which too often have a tendency to 
lead the mind insensibly to melancholy 
and de: pair. RECLUSE. 
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Notwithstanding the great zeal which 


is manifested in the present day, in the 
cause of piety, and the numerous and ex- 
tensive establishments for religious in- 
struction which have been set up, it must 
be confessed that the good fruits of these 
labours are but too little apparent, and that 
pure, vital relision is ata very low ebb. Is 
it to the obstinate folly and depravity of 
mankind, that we are to ascribe this woe- 
ful state of things, this slow progress in 
the work of reformation, or ts it a conse- 
quence resulting from the supinenes-, 
pride and worldly-mindedness of our spi- 
ritual guides? It must not be dissembled, 
that the latter is tuo evident to be conceal- 
ed, “ the leaders of the people cause them 
to err.” That those who teach others, 
should themselves excel in good works is 
asound maxim, but it is plain, even to the 
superficial observer, that many of those 
who ought to stand as faithful centinels to 
watch over the flock, are carried away in 
the pursuit of wealth, and power, and fame; 
and so far are they from bearing a chris- 
tian testimony against worldly dignity and 
advancement, that their chief ambition 
shows itself in an eager pursuit of riches 
and honour—How very preposterous it is, 
for such who are led away by these grovel- 
ling pursuits, io presume to teach others, to 
inculcate the doctrine of self denial, when 
it is too evident that the physician himself 
has need'to be cured, before he attempt to 
heal others. Does it become a minister of 
the sanctuary, to live in fashionable gaiety 
and worldly splendour, while he is calling 
Upon others to moderate their desires of 
worldly things, and follow a meek and cru- 
cified Saviour ; himself ought to be a pattern 
of humility and self denial. Example and 
precept, must “go hand in hand” in these 
things. This isthe only way in which we 
can reasonably expect, that the instramen- 
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vancement of religion and reformation.— 
The life and character of a spiritual leader, 
according to St. Paul, should be ~ blame- 
less.” It is such only can feed the hungry 
with the bread of life; and as long as there 
is such a lamentable dereliétion from the 
purity of gospel truth among the leaders, 
very little amelioration in a religious point 
of view is to be expected among the peo- 
ple, “ for while the head is sick, the whole 
heart will be faint.”

TROUBLES AT HEAD.QUARTERS. 

On Monday last, the Washington Repub- 
lican accused Gales & Seaton, editors of 
the National Intelligencer, of suppressing 
an interesting part of an important docu- 
ment relating to the deposits of public 
money in certain Banks. ‘To this charge, 
Gales & Seaton replied that the imputation 
against them was false and groundless; and 
addressed a letter to the Speaker of the 
house, soliciting an investigation of the mat- 
ter. This allegation and denial excited no 
small share of attention, and the document 
alledged to have been mutilated was pro- 
Nduced from fhe clerk’s office, and passed 
through the hands of many members, col- 
lected in squads, before the House was call- 
ed to order. 

After the morning business was disposed 
of, the letter published in the Washington 
Republican, and the garbled document were 
read, and after some discussion had taken 
place, a committee was ordered to be ap- 
pointed on the subject. 

The substance of this fraud, attempted 
to be practised on the House, relates to 
some negociation between the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the Bank of Steubenville. 
It seems that the Bank had called upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury for a transfer of 
some deposits at Pittsburg, in order to help 
it out of certain diffieulties; and the Secre- 
tary not only transferred the Pittsburg de- 
posits, but also a sum from the United 
States Branch at Chilicothe. In speaking 
of this fact, in a letter to the Secretary, the 
cashier of the Steubenville Bank says, that 
they had been preparing to pay off the 
amount of its notes held by the Chilicothe 
branch, and that in making that transfer 
the Secretary had done for them more than 
they would have dared to ask for. This 
declaration of the cashier is contained in 
the part of the letter which was suppressed. 

The sum that the Steubenville Bank now 
owes the government is not known; nor 
what security the United States hold for 
the payment—but it is known that a very 
large sum has becn lost forever to the go- 
vernment by the treasury arrangements 


with insolvent banks.
